Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
during  1936. 

The  report  is  a statutory  duty  placed  on  the  Medical  Officer  and 
is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  the  following  notes  reference  is  made  to  items  of  special  interest 
in  the  report. 

Infectious  Disease. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  generally  was  very 
low  during  the  past  year.  Only  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
the  lowest  number  on  record.  The  manifestations  of  this  disease  in  the 
Borough  have,  fortunately,  been  very  mild  for  many  years.  The  year 
1876,  when  there  were  99  deaths,  stands  out  in  sharp  contrast. 

Delancey  Fever  Hospital. 

The  Delancey  Trustees  have  decided  to  discontinue  the  practice, 
which  has  been  maintained  for  over  60  years,  of  publishing  a separate 
report.  For  this  reason  rather  fuller  notes  than  usual  on  the  working 
of  the  Hospital  are  included. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Midwives’  Act,  1936,  resulted  in  proposals  which  will  identify 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  very  closely  with  the 
District  Midwifery  Service  of  the  Victoria  Home.  A note  on  this  Act 
and  its  bearing  on  maternity  work  in  the  Borough  is  included  in  the 
report. 

The  growing  demand  for  dental  treatment  of  nursing  and  expectant 
mothers  resulted  in  the  provision  of  an  evening  clinic  during  1936. 
It  is  felt  that  this  important  service  has  a very  definite,  if  indirect, 
bearing  on  maternal  mortality. 

Health  Week. 

The  Health  Week  decided  on  during  1936  has  been  fixed  for 
September  13th — 18th  next.  It  is  hoped  that  Her  Grace  the  Duchess 
of  Beaufort  will  be  present  to  open  the  Exhibition.  The  dates  chosen 
closely  approximate  to  the  opening  of  the  National  Health  Campaign 
directed  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to 
the  Ministry  has  consented  to  speak. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  afforded  by  this  report  of 
thanking  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  kindness  and  consideration 
shown  in  the  conduct  of  the  work,  and  to  the  Staff  for  the  loyal  and 
efficient  way  in  which  the  increasingly  varied  requirements  of  the  work 
are  carried  out.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  1936. 
Population. 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  at  51,390  for 
the  middle  of  1930.  This  shows  an  increase  of  250  persons  over  the 
previous  estimate. 

Birth  Rate  and  Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  live  births  recorded,  namely  694,  was  easily  the 
highest  since  1925  even  after  allowance  is  made  for  an  expected 
increase  due  to  the  area  added  in  1935. 

In  1924  the  figure  was  identical  with  that  of  1936,  but  previous  to 
that,  with  the  exception  of  3 war  years,  it  was  always  over  the  700  mark. 

The  infant  mortality  figure,  38-9,  was  not  so  good  as  that  for  the 
previous  year,  which  at  34-6  was  the  lowest  on  record,  but  it  was  the 
3rd  lowest  figure  recorded  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
figure  of  59  for  the  whole  country. 

Death  Rate. 

The  death  rate  was  14-67,  an  average  figure  which  when  corrected 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  equals  a rate  of  10-86  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  12-1  for  England  and  Wales. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

These  have  been  described  in  previous  reports.  A change,  however, 
has  recently  taken  place  in  the  Ambulance  Headquarters  which  'warrants 
special  mention. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Apart  from  the  transport  of  infectious  disease  cases  which  is  under- 
taken by  the  Delanccy  Trustees,  Ambulance  work  in  Cheltenham  is 
carried  out  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  Four  motor  ambulances  are  available,  one  of  which  is  the 
property  of  the  Racecourse  Committee,  but  it  can  be  used  on  general 
work  in  emergency. 

The  number  of  cases  carried  during  1936  was  1,124,  the  highest  on 
record. 

The  transfer  of  the  Ambulance  Headquarters  to  the  Gloucester  Road 
was  rendered  necessary  on  account  of  increasing  calls  on  the  services  of 
a Brigade  housed  in  cramped  quarters,  whose  ambulances,  in  starting 
off,  were  frequently  impeded  by  the  congested  traffic  of  the  narrowest 
portion  of  the  High  Street. 

The  new  Lecture  Hall,  which  is  nearing  completion,  will  be  a most 
useful  acquisition  and  will,  if  the  Committee  agree,  be  available  for 
public  lectures  on  such  subjects  as  Air  Raid  Precautions. 

A Novox  resuscitation  apparatus,  provided  by  the  Corporation,  is 
kept  in  readiness  at  Headquarters  for  cases  of  asphyxiation  as  a result 
of  gas  poisoning,  drowning,  etc.  This  has  been  of  service  on  several 
occasions. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  LEGISLATION. 

Additional  Powers. 

The  Cheltenham  and  Joint  Water  Board  Act,  1936. 

This  Act  contains  a number  of  Health  clauses.  The  powers  given 

by  the  more  important  of  these  are  indicated  below  : 

Sec.  120.  Gives  powers  to  regulate  the  setting  up  of  tents,  vans,  sheds, 
etc.,  for  human  habitation. 

Sec.  121.  Places  responsibility  for  repair  of  private  combined  drains 
on  the  owners  of  the  houses. 

Sec.  123.  Gives  power  to  make  bye-laws  requiring  the  provision  of 
separate  sewers  for  the  reception  of  surface  water  and  of 
sewage  in  new  streets  and  to  restrict  similarly  the  use  of  the 
sewers  in  existing  separate  systems. 

Sec.  124.  Gives  power  to  require  the  immediate  remedy  of  urgent 
sanitary  defects  by  an  owner  on  receipt  of  a notice  and 
allows  the  authority  to  carry  out  the  work  in  default. 


THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  reports  on  Drainage,  Sewerage,  Meat  Inspection,  etc.,  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 


SANDFORD  PARK  SWIMMING  POOL. 

The  1936  season  was  a poor  one  for  open  air  swimming  pools  and 
the  purification  plant  was  not  subject  to  such  a continuous  strain  as 
during  the  previous  season. 

Bacteriological  analyses  again  showed  that  the  condition  of  the 
water  was  maintained  at  a high  level  of  purity. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  existing  sources  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  Cheltenham  Area 
have  been  described  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  considered  unnecessary 
to  repeat  the  information  in  this  report. 

No  illness  has  ever  been  reasonably  attributed  to  the  Cheltenham 
water  supply  but  additional  precautions  are  taken  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion  arises  in  order  to  place  the  quality  above  suspicion. 
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Mention  was  made  in  last  year  s repoi  t of  the  formation  of  the 
Cheltenham  and  Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board  and  a short  description 
was  given  of  the  aims  and  objects  of  this  mutually  advantageous 
amalgamation.  Plans  for  the  proposed  extensions  are  now  well  advanced 
and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  be  started  very  shortly.  A laboratory 
has  already  been  equipped  at  the  Tewkesbury  Works,  and  a qualified 
chemist  has  been  appointed  to  carry  out  analyses.  It  is  anticipated  the 
scheme  will  be  completed  in  about  3 years.  It  will  then  be  possible  to 
dispense  with  one  or  two  sources  of  supply  which  have  for  a long  time 
given  rise  to  difficulties  particularly  with  regard  to  undue  hardness. 

During  1936,  112  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  all  sources 
of  supply  and  were  submitted  to  Mr.  Rowland  H.  Ellis,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  Gloucester,  for  analysis.  In  most  cases  a Bacteriological  analysis 
is  the  form  of  examination  applied  but  from  time  to  time  a full  Chemical 
and  Bacteriological  report  on  each  sample  is  required.

An  Enquiry  into  the  condition  of  these  premises  was  held  on  the 
20th  and  21st  of  January,  1937,  by  an  Inspector  representing  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

In  a number  of  cases  the  Corporation  indicated  willingness  to 
accept  undertakings  to  recondition  and  to  convert  back  to  back  houses 
into  single  dwellings  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister.  The 
following  is  a statement  of  the  final  position  with  reference  to  confirmation 
or  otherwise  of  the  Orders  : — 

In  the  case  of  33  Areas,  namely  Nos.  1—3,  5 — 10,  12,  15 — 18, 
20,  25,  28,  31,  35—39,  42,  43,  46,  50,  53—55  and  57—59,  the  Minister 
confirmed  the  Clearance  Orders  without  modification. 

In  the  case  of  15  Areas,  namely  Nos.  4,  19,  21,  22,  24,  27,  29,  30, 
32,  34,  40,  41,  45,  47  and  51,  the  Orders  were  confirmed  subject  to  the 
exclusion  of  certain  houses  or  buildings.  In  most  of  these  cases  plans 
had  been  submitted  and  approved,  and  undertakings  given  to  join  up, 
recondition  and  otherwise  render  the  houses  fit  for  human  habitation. 
In  this  connection  27  houses  were  excluded  from  the  Orders  indicated. 
Five  of  these  were  excluded  on  undertakings  that  they  would  be  rendered 
fit  and  used  as  lock-up  shops  only. 
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Two  Areas,  namely  Nos.  11  and  56,  were  excluded  from  the  Orders 
entirely,  on  undertakings  to  join  up  and  recondition  back  to  back  houses 
Area  No.  44  was  excluded  on  an  undertaking  to  convert  3 into  2 houses 
and  to  recondition  according  to  plans  submitted. 

Five  Areas,  namely  Nos.  13,  23,  48,  49  and  52,  were  excluded 
because  in  each  case  the  accepted  plans  involved  the  retention  of  all  the 
houses  except  one,  and  as  a single  house  cannot  be  legally  considered  an 
Area,  it  was  impossible  for  the  Minister  to  confirm  the  Orders.  In  these 
cases  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  action  under  Sec.  11  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  so  as  to  give  effect  to  the  undertakings  already  signed. 

The  Minister  decided  not  to  confirm  the  Clearance  Order  in  respect 
of  Area  No.  33  which  included  3 houses. 

The  decisions  with  regard  to  Areas  Nos.  14  and  26  have  been  held 
over  for  further  consideration. 


Compensation. 

The  Minister  has  directed  that  compensation  authorised  by  Sec.  42, 
Housing  Act,  1936,  for  well  maintained  houses  shall  be  paid  in  respect 
of  the  following  houses — No.  1 1 Grove  Street,  Spring  Cottage,  Hungerford 
Lane,  24  and  28  Sidney  Street,  4 and  5 Oriel  Walk,  Daffodil  Cottage 
and  4 Daffodil  Terrace. 


Cyanide  Fumigation  of  houses  infested  with  bugs. 

The  methods  adopted  were  described  in  the  last  Annual  Report. 
The  process  is  entrusted  to  Messrs.  “ Associated  Fumigators  Ltd.” 

During  1936,  84  van  loads  of  furniture  belonging  to  families  moved 
from  condemned  premises  were  subjected  to  cyanide  fumigation. 
Fifteen  houses  comprising  8 Council  houses  and  7 houses  about  to  be 
demolished  were  also  treated. 

The  total  cost  was  £307  13s.  6d. 


OVERCROWDING. 

The  figures  relating  to  the  survey  undertaken  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Housing  Act,  1935,  were  set  out  in  full  in  the 
last  Annual  Report.  The  survey  showed  3-05%  of  structurally  separate 
houses  and  2-85%  of  families  living  in  self  contained  dwellings  to  be 
overcrowded. 

I he  total  number  of  dwellings  found  to  be  definitely  overcrowded 
was  313.  In  addition  31  families  are  expected  to  pass  the  overcrowding 
line  within  two  years  owing  to  the  increasing  age  of  children  and  224 
families  were  classed  as  border-line  cases. 

1 he  formulation  of  proposals,  required  by  the  Minister,  to  relieve 
the  overcrowding  has  presented  many  difficulties. 
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In  the  first  place  it  was  clear  that  owners  of  private  houses  which 
would  become  empty  with  the  relief  of  overcrowding  could  not  be  relied 
upon  to  reserve  these  vacated  premises  as  accommodation  for  smaller 
overcrowded  families.  In  the  case  of  Corporation  houses  however,  full 
allowance  could  be  made  for  this  adjustment. 

The  high  percentage  of  overcrowding  found  in  Corporation  houses, 
8%  compared  with  3%  throughout  Cheltenham  was  not  entirely 
unexpected  because  there  has  been  a natural  tendency  for  preference 
to  be  given  to  large  families.  On  the  other  hand  the  survey  has  clearly 
shown  that  in  existing  housing  estates  there  has  been  provided  an 
undesirable  excess  of  two  bedroom  houses  to  the  exclusion  of  good  sized 
family  houses. 

This  mistake  is  being  corrected  in  the  housing  estates  now  under 
construction  and  in  addition  the  rooms  have  been  planned  so  as  to 
give  the  maximum  accommodation  according  to  the  standards  laid 
down  in  the  1935  Act. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  standards  demanded  in  the  1935 
Act  for  rehousing  of  overcrowded  families  are  specified  as  those  defined 
in  Sec.  37  of  the  Act  of  1930.  These  standards  are  higher  than  the 
survey  standards  which  decide  the  existence  of  overcrowding. 

In  a Circular  issued  in  May,  1936,  however,  the  Minister  points 
out  that  the  Sec.  37  standard  is  not  a complete  one  inasmuch  as  no 
mention  is  made  of  the  size  of  bedrooms,  nor  is  allowance  made  for 
children.  In  his  opinion  a four  bedroom  house  with  bedrooms  of  150, 
120,  120  and  100  square  feet  may  be  considered  as  providing  accommod- 
ation for  8 instead  of  7 persons,  so  it  is  clear  that  it  is  not  the  intention 
of  the  Minister  that  the  standard  should  be  adhered  to,  too  rigidly. 

The  figures  arrived  at  in  July,  1936,  after  making  as  full  allowance 
as  possible  for  all  the  Corporation  houses  of  suitable  size,  which  would 
be  vacated  in  the  process  of  rehousing,  showed  the  requirements  to  be 
as  follows  : —

The  Housing  Committee  considered  these  figures  and  decided  to 
recommend  the  provision  of  188  houses,  and  to  omit  the  3 one  bedroom 
and  the  one  7 bedroom  houses,  as  the  families  requiring  these  could  be 
dealt  with  in  other  ways. 

They  also  decided  to  advise  the  building  of  24  three  bedroom  houses 
and  to  omit  two  bedroom  houses  entirely  as  the  Borough  Surveyor 
pointed  out  that  the  extra  cost  of  providing  the  former  would  be 
negligible. 

The  addition  of  14  more  three  bedroom  houses  was  decided  on 
and  the  number  of  five  bedroom  houses  was  reduced  from  54  to  40. 
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The  following  formed  the  preliminary  proposals  under  the  Act 
with  the  reservation  that  as  some  of  the  overcrowded  houses  wrere  also 
included  in  clearance  areas  the  ultimate  allocation  of  the  new  houses 
to  the  respective  programmes  would  be  dealt  with  as  erection  proceeded. 

The  site  fixed  on  is  the  Whaddon  Farm  Estate  with  an  area  of 
fifteen  acres. 

The  estimated  cost  of  Land  per  house  was  placed  at  £10  7s.  2d. 
and  for  Roads  and  Sewers  £65  7s.  4d.

After  some  months  experience  of  the  relief  of  overcrowding  in 
large  families  the  Committee  decided  to  reduce  the  provision  of  5 and 
6 bedroom  houses,  for  the  time  being,  to  32  and  6 respectively  in  order 
to  minimise  the  risk  of  providing  an  excess  of  large  houses  which  might 
give  rise  to  difficulties  in  the  future.

MILK. 

Special  Designations. 

The  “ Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936  ” set  up  a new 
system  of  milk  grading,  the  main  intention  of  which  is  a simplification 
of  nomenclature  and  procedure. 

The  designations  now  officially  recognised  are  thx'ee  in  number, 
namely  : — 

Tuberculin  Tested.  (Milk  from  cows  that  have  passed  the 
tuberculin  test  for  freedom  from  Tuberculosis). 

Accredited.  (Milk  from  cows  that  have  passed  a.  veterinary 
inspection,  but  not  a test  for  Tuberculosis). 

Pasteurised.  (Milk  which  has  been  heated  to  145° F.  for  30 
minutes  to  destroy  harmful  organisms). 

There  are  two  sub-divisions  of  Tuberculin  Tested,  namely  : — 

(1)  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  is  T.T.  milk  which  has  also 
been  pasteurised. 

(2)  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  is  T.T.  milk  which  has  been 
bottled  on  the  farm. 

All  these  milks  are  periodically  tested  for  cleanliness.  The 
production  is  subject  to  certain  conditions  and  the  possession  of  the 
licence  of  a local  authority. 

Licences  for  the  use  of  the  special  designations,  Tuberculin  Tested 
and  Accredited,  are  granted  by  the  County  Council.  The  Borough 
Council  is  responsible  for  granting  licences  for  the  production  and  retail 
sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk  and  certain  supplementary  licences  for  the 
retail  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited  Milk. 

Licences  are  granted  only  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.

Examination  of  Samples. 

Since  the  1st  of  January,  1937,  the  tests  for  cleanliness  have  under- 
gone some  interesting  alterations  which  will  be  discussed  in  the  next 
report.  A test  for  proving  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation  called  the 
Phosphatase  test  " is  now  applied  quarterly  to  both  of  the  supplies 
of  pasteurised  milk  which  are  on  sale  in  the  Borough.

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During  1936  tire  Ministry  of  Health  was  responsible  for  arrangements 
for  the  testing  of  designated  milks  other  than  pasteurised  milk.  According 
to  the  custom  of  previous  years  this  Authority  undertook  the  duty  of 
collecting  and  submitting  samples  from  certain  farms  in  the  neighbour- 
hood for  analysis,  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry.

One  prosecution  resulted  from  the  analyses  of  the  specimens  taken 
during  1936.  This  was  a case  in  which  new  milk  was  found  to  contain 
5-9%  extraneous  water.  The  offender  was  fined  £5  Os.  Od.  and  ordered 
to  pay  £3  3s.  Od.  costs. 

In  one  case  sausage-meat  was  found  to  contain  preservative,  but 
in  so  minute  a quantity  that  the  taking  of  proceedings  was  not  considered 
to  be  justified.  In  a similar  case  dried  fruit  was  found  to  contain  Sulphur 
Dioxide  but  no  proceedings  were  taken  as  the  Analyst  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  small  preservative  content  was  due  entirely  to  contact  with 
other  articles. 

Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929. 

The  County  Council  as  the  Food  and  Drug’s  Authority  is  responsible 
for  the  registration  of  premises  under  this  Act. 

A certificate  of  registration  is  held  by  one  Cheltenham  Firm. 

Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  in  an  Institution. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  at  the  end  of  March  in  an 
Institution.  Approximately  half  of  the  inmates  out  of  a total  of  58 
were  affected.  All  the  patients  suffered  with  abdominal  pain  and 
most  of  them  with  diarrhoea  or  vomiting  or  both.  In  no  case  was  a 
temperature  over  99-2  recorded.  None  became  seriously  ill  and  all 
patients  made  rapid  recoveries. 

A minute  investigation  was  made  into  the  articles  of  food  provided 
and  their  origin,  and  also  the  water  supply.  Samples  of  foods  partaken 
of  by  those  affected  were  sent  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  also  specimens  of  stools  in  some  cases.  Additional 
bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  by  Dr.  Haslett  in  the 
Pathological  Laboratory  of  the  General  Hospital. 

The  results  of  all  analyses  were  negative  and  the  cause  of  the  out- 
break remained  undiscovered. 

As  a final  precaution  a survey  of  the  water  supply  and  sanitary 
fittings  was  made  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  No  serious  defects 
were  discovered  though  a number  of  improvements  were  suggested  and 
certain  precautions  advised.

NOTES  ON  THE  INCIDENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

DURING  1936. 

Influenza. 

Influenza  was  mildly  epidemic  early  in  the  year  though  without 
appreciable  effect  on  the  death  rate. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1936  was  33,  two  less  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

The  averages  for  the  last  two  five  year  periods  were  36  and  53 
respectively.  In  general  the  cases  were  of  an  extremely  mild  type 
though  some  of  those  included  in  an  outbreak  in  a residential  girls’ 
school  which  commenced  early  in  the  summer  term  were  very  severe. 
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The  infection  was  probably  imported  into  the  school  from  an  outside 
area.  There  were  14  cases  in  this  group  and  there  was  one  death.  All 
the  remaining  girls  in  the  school  were  subjected  to  the  Schick  Test  and 
those  found  to  be  susceptible  to  Diphtheria  received  three  immunising 
doses  of  Toxoid  Antitoxin  Floccules. 

The  death  mentioned  is  not  recorded  in  the  Tables  as  the  place  of 
permanent  residence  was  not  in  Cheltenham. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  has  been  declining  reached 
the  record  low  level  of  21  cases  during  1936.  The  type  of  the  disease 
also  was  mild. 

In  the  36  years  from  1890,  when  notification  came  into  operation, 
to  1925,  4,868  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  with  60  deaths  or 
12-3  per  1,000  cases.  During  the  10  years,  1927-1936  inclusive  there 
have  been  941  notifications  with  2 deaths  or  2-1  deaths  per  1,000  cases. 
The  two  deaths  recorded  were  in  cases  of  a septic  type  and  the  patients 
who  were  aged  70  and  90,  were  suffering  from  other  debilitating 
complaints.

In  contrast  with  the  present  state  of  affairs  is  the  year  1876  when 
there  were  99  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever. 


Enteric  Fever. 

This  heading  includes  three  distinct  but  very  closely  related  diseases, 
namely  Typhoid,  Paratyphoid  A and  B.  One  case  of  Paratyphoid  B 
occurred  in  the  Borough  during  1936.  Careful  enquiries  failed  to  reveal 
the  source  of  infection.  The  patient  made  a good  recovery. 

As  was  also  the  case  last  year,  one  death  from  Typhoid  Fever  is 
recorded  in  the  Registrar  General’s  list  of  Causes  of  Death  (Page  7). 
The  same  remark  again  applies,  namely — that  the  death  relates  to  a 
person  who  was  previously  a Cheltenham  Resident  but  who  died  in 
the  County  Mental  Hospital  from  Typhoid  presumably  contracted  in 
that  Institution. 

Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  One,  which  proved  fatal, 
was  sent  in  from  a distant  village  and  the  diagnosis  was  made  at  the 
General  Hospital.  The  other  case,  which  arose  in  the  Borough,  made 
a good  recovery,  though  some  paralysis  of  one  arm  remains. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

There  was  one  case  of  this  disease  in  a young  adult.  The  onset 
was  unusuall y slow,  but  diagnosis  was  confirmed  as  a result  of  examin- 
ation of  the  Cerebro  Spinal  Fluid.  The  patient  made  an  excellent 
recovery. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever. 

During  1936  eleven  cases  were  notified  as  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and 
two  as  Puerperal  Fever.  There  were  two  deaths  from  this  infection. 
One  was  the  result  of  a 2 months’  abortion. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  has  an  arrangement 
with  the  General  Hospital  Authorities  for  the  treatment  of  Puerperal 
infection.  Difficulties  arise  occasionally  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of 
the  infants  as  these  cannot  be  admitted  to  the  General  Hospital.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  cases  are  admitted  to  private  wards  at  the 
Delancey  Fever  Hospital. 

During  1936,  9 of  the  13  cases  notified  were  admitted  to  hospital 
for  treatment,  8 to  the  General  Hospital  and  1 to  the  Delancey. 


ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic. 

This  clinic  was  instituted  in  July,  1935.  The  following  is  a summary 
of  the  work  done  since  its  commencement  up  to  the  end  of  1936.

The  prophylactic  used  is  Toxoid  Antitoxin  Floccules  and  it  is  not 
usual  to  apply  a preliminary  Schick  Test.  The  occasions  mentioned 
on  which  the  test  was  used  before  immunisation  refer  chiefly  to  children 
from  an  institution  in  which  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria. 
Visible  reactions  have  been  very  rare  and  have  caused  no  inconvenience. 
As  the  yearly  average  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  Cheltenham 
for  the  last  10  years  is  just  under  1 it  will  be  realised  that  there  is  no 
special  incentive  to  cause  parents  to  bring  their  children  for  immunisation. 

I he  danger  of  a serious  outbreak  however  always  exists. 

Fever  Hospital. 

All  new  probationers  are  subjected  to  Schick  and  Dick  tests  and 
positive  reactors  are  immunised.  For  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
in  Hospital  a preparation  of  Toxoid  is  used,  preceded  in  each  case  by  a 
Malony  Skin  test.  J 
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DELANCEY  FEVER  HOSPITAL. 

In  last  year’s  Annual  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  County 
of  Gloucester  (Isolation  Hospitals)  Scheme,  1936,  and  its  bearings  on 
the  future  provision  for  infectious  disease  in  the  Trust  Area  served  by 
the  Delancey  Hospital. 

The  point  of  view  of  the  Borough  was  very  ably  presented  at  a 
meeting  of  district  representatives  convened  by  the  County  Council 
in  Gloucester  and  special  representations  were  also  made  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  the  subject.  The  result  has  been  the  removal  of  the  Trust 
Areas  i.e.  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham,  the  Urban  District  of  Charlton 
Kings  and  the  Cheltenham  Rural  District  from  the  provisions  of  the 
County  Scheme. 

Annual  Reports  on  the  work  of  the  Delancey  Hospital  have  been 
published  since  1875.  This  year  the  Trustees  decided  to  discontinue 
the  practice  and  to  request  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  include  a 
resume  of  the  year’s  work  in  his  annual  report. 


The  normal  accommodation  of  the  Hospital,  calculated  on  the 
standard  of  144  square  feet  of  floor  space  per  bed,  is  74.  This  includes 
a ward  belonging  to  Cheltenham  College  containing  14  beds. 

There  is  also  a Smallpox  Hospital  of  12  beds,  under  the  same 
management,  situated  at  Longhill,  4 miles  distant  from  Cheltenham. 
The  capital  cost  and  running  expenses  are  shared  in  agreed  proportions 
with  the  County  authority,  who  have  a call  on  the  accommodation 
should  cases  of  Smallpox  occur  in  the  districts  which  the  Hospital  was 
built  to  serve. 

The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  during  1936  was  118,  the  same 
number  as  in  1935.  The  daily  average  number  of  beds  occupied  during 
the  year  was  10-7. 

There  were  six  deaths,  one  from  each  of  the  following  diseases, 
Puerperal  Fever  ; Septic  Dermatitis  ; Whooping  Cough  ; Post  Measles  ; 
Pneumonia  ; Polioencephalitis  and  Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty-nine  cases  were  admitted  including  18  from  the  Borough 
and  all  made  very  satisfactory  recoveries. 

Anti-Scarlet  Fever  Serum  was  given  in  all  cases  except  very  mild 
ones.  There  were  few  complications  but  in  one  case  a Mastoid  operation 
was  required. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  admissions  from  this  disease  was  45,  of  which  36 
were  from  the  Borough.  An  outbreak  in  a residential  school  provided 
a number  of  cases,  some  of  which  were  of  a very  severe  type  and  there 
was  one  death.  The  treatment  given  was  on  the  lines  of  that  at  present 
in  use  at  the  Bristol  Fever  Hospital.  In  severe  cases  large  doses  of 
antitoxin  are  given  intramuscularly  and  about  twice  the  amount  by 
intravenous  injection.  In  addition,  in  very  severe  cases,  the  intravenous 
dose  of  serum  is  followed  up  with  30-60  c.c.  of  “ collosol  " iodine  in 
20%  glucose,  also  given  intravenously. 
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Other  Diseases. 

The  variety  of  diseases  admitted  during  1936  was  unusually  large. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a number  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  cases  were  admitted  suffering  from  severe  chest  complications. 

Staff. 

One  Nurse  developed  Diphtheria  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  she  had 
given  a negative  reaction  to  the  Schick  test  on  joining  the  staff  earlier 
in  the  year.  The  local  signs  were  somewhat  severe  but  the  constitutional 
disturbance  was  surprisingly  slight  and  convalescence  was  uneventful. 

Nursing. 

The  nursing  arrangements  were  made  very  difficult  by  the  failing 
health  and  ultimate  death  of  Sister  Taylor,  and  the  Matron  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  high  level  of  efficiency  which  was  maintained 
despite  this  serious  handicap.

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Treatment  and  isolation  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

Whilst  schemes  for  the  treatment  and  isolation  of  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  are  a responsibility  of  County  Borough  Councils  and 
County  Councils,  certain  duties  devolve  upon  district  authorities. 
These  have  regard  largely  to  the  keeping  of  a register  of  cases,  the  supply 
of  articles  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection  and  general  supervision 
of  the  housing  conditions  of  affected  persons. 

Reports  on  the  social  circumstances  and  residences  of  all  new  cases 
are  sent  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Nurse  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Where  accommodation  is  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  the 
houses  are  visited  personally  and  if  necessary  a special  representation  is 
made  to  the  Housing  Committee  suggesting  the  advisability  of  rehousing. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Nurse,  disinfectants,  paper  handker- 
chiefs and  antiseptic  soap  are  provided  for  the  patients. 

A weekly  return  of  new  cases  is  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  each  quarter  a statistical  summary  is  transmitted  showing 
the  position  of  the  register  to  date,  including  a list  of  names  removed  on 
account  of  death,  cure,  or  removal  from  the  town. 

According  to  the  Act  a person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  recovered 
from  Tuberculosis  when  neither  symptoms,  signs  nor  other  evidence  of 
existing  Tuberculous  disease  have  been  present  for  a period  of  five 
years  in  the  case  of  a person  who  has  suffered  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, or  for  three  years  in  the  case  of  a person  who  has  suffered  from 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

During  1936  eight  unnotified  cases  were  certified  as  having  died 
from  Tuberculosis.  In  these  cases  letters  are  written  to  the  medical 
attendants  asking  for  an  explanation.

The  percentage  given  under  reference  C above  is  a figure  required 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  of  the  Ante 
Natal  Work  of  one  town  with  another.  It  is  an  approximate  index 
of  the  proportion  of  expectant  mothers  who  attend  the  Ante  Natal 
Clinic.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  figure  is  based  on  the  relationship 
between  the  number  of  notified  births  and  the  number  of  attendances  at 
the  clinic. 

The  births  in  the  Victoria  Home  include  quite  a number  of  cases 
where  the  parents  live  in  country  districts,  51  in  1936,  but  these  mothers 
are  expected  to,  and  usually  do,  attend  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

Additional  Grant  from  the  Borough  Council  towards  the  Cost 

of  the  In-patient  Service. 

The  maternity  services  of  the  Borough  were  reconsidered  at  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Committee.  Members  of  the  Victoria  Home 
Executive  Committee  pointed  out  that  the  grant  made  by  the  Borough 
Council  towards  the  provision  of  beds  for  complicated  maternity  cases, 
where  patients  were  unable  to  pay  the  usual  fee,  had  remained  at  £48 
for  many  years  and  that  this  amount  was  totally  inadequate  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  services  provided. 

After  due  consideration  the  Committee  agreed  to  the  following 
revision  of  contributions  which  takes  effect  from  the  1st  of  April,  1937. 

(1)  An  annual  contribution  of  £110  ? to  take  the  place  of  the  £48. 

(2)  A payment  of  £6  6s.  Od.  per  case  for  14  days  plus  6/-  a day 
for  every  day  over  the  14  days  in  cases  requiring  extended 
in-patient  treatment. 

Home  Helps. 

The  Council  has  allocated  a sum  of  £25  to  be  used  in  providing 
“ Home  Helps  ” during  the  confinement  of  the  mother  when  suitable 
assistance  is  not  otherwise  available.  This  money  is  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Victoria  Home  because  the  district  midwives  are 
considered  to  be  the  most  likely  persons  to  know  when  assistance  of 
this  nature  is  required. 

During  1936,  Home  Helps  were  provided  in  two  cases,  on  one 
occasion  through  the  agency  of  the  Victoria  Home  and  in  the  other 
case  direct. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MIDWIVES,  1936. 

The  number  of  Midwives  giving  notice  of  their  intention  to  practice 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  was  28,  and  there  remained  practising 
at  the  end  of  the  year  24.

Note— A midwife  acts  as  a Maternity  Nurse  when  a doctor  has  been 
engaged  to  deliver  the  patient.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Midwife 
must,  according  to  the  rules,  send  for  the  Doctor  at  the  onset  of  labour 
and  she  must  not  leave  the  house  before  he  arrives.  The  Doctor  remains 
responsible  for  the  case  throughout  the  lying-in  period. 


Inspection. 

The  Inspection  of  midwives  in  Cheltenham  is  simplified  by  reason 
of  the  high  percentage  of  midwifery  cases  attended  by  the  staff  of  the 
Victoria  Home. 


During  the  five  year  period  1931-35  Victoria  Home  nurses  attended 
94%  of  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  cases  in  the  town. 

There  are  three  Obstetric  Surgeons  on  the  staff  of  the  Home  and 
the  work  of  the  midwives  is  supervised  by  a Matron  and  Assistant  Matron. 

Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  the  Home  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  of  registers  and  appliances  and  a 
lecture  is  given  by  him  to  the  students  at  regular  intervals  on  the  Rules 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

The  work  of  the  Home  is  also  thoroughly  investigated  from  time 
to  time  by  Inspectors  of  the  Queen’s  Nursing  Association. 

. 3 The  number  of  midwifery  cases  attended  during  1936  by  private 
midwives  showed  an  increase  which  was  entirely  due  to  the  increasing 
practice  of  one  midwife  who  attended  44  out  of  the  46  cases  included 
m the  above  statement.

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MIDWIVES  ACT,  1936. 

Scheme  for  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act. 

Proposals  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Act  were  formulated 
during  the  Autumn  of  1936  and  were  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  before  the  end  of  the  6 months  allowed.  When 
approval  is  received  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Authority  to  carry  the 
scheme  into  effect  within  the  period  of  12  months,  as  it  stands,  or  as 
altered  in  accordance  with  the  directions  given  by  the  Minister. 

The  principal  object  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  a reduction  in  maternal 
mortality  and  disease  by  ensuring  the  provision  throughout  the  country 
of  sufficient  certified  midwives  under  the  control  of  local  supervising 
authorities  for  the  services  of  one  to  be  available  for  all  confinements 
taking  place  in  the  mothers’  homes  (domiciliary  service)  whether  or  not 
a Doctor  is  also  in  attendance. 

Experience  has  shown  that  where  such  services  have  been  provided 
“ on  a properly  organised  basis  by  the  salaried  midwives  of  Voluntary 
Hospitals  and  Nursing  Associations  the  maternal  mortality  rate  is  well 
below  the  national  rate.” 

If  a Doctor  is  engaged  to  attend  a case  there  is  at  the  present  time 
no  obligation  that  the  Nurse  in  attendance  shall  be  qualified.  When, 
however,  the  Minister  is  satisfied  that  an  authority  has  secured  the 
provision  of  an  adequate  domiciliary  service  of  midwives  in  the  area 
he  may  prohibit  unqualified  persons  from  acting  as  paid  maternity 
nurses. 

In  considering  the  problem  in  its  relation  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Borough  of  Cheltenham  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
was  provided  with  a table  of  figures  which  is  of  sufficient  interest  to 
secure  a permanent  record  in  this  report. 

The  table  shows  “ the  average  number  of  births  notified  yearly 
in  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham,  the  place  of  the  birth,  whether  in  the 
mother’s  home  or  in  an  Institution,  the  number  of  home  cases  where  a 
qualified  midwife  was  known  to  have  been  in  attendance,  and  the 
remaining  cases  where  the  qualifications  of  the  nurse  is  not  known.”

From  the  information  contained  in  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  problem  of  making  a provision  for  Cheltenham  was  a simple  one 
and  resolved  itself  into  the  making  of  a suitable  arrangement  with  the 
Victoria  Home  Committee  by  whom  the  work  has  been  so  efficiently 
carried  out  for  many  years.  The  scheme  proposed  provides  for  a special 
grant  by  the  Corporation  to  cover  the  main  expenses  of  the  district 
Midwifery  Service  after  an  increase  in  staff.  A reasonable  amount  of 
control  by  the  Borough  over  the  service  will  be  maintained  by  reason 
of  the  terms  of  the  agreement  under  which  the  grant  will  be  made  and 
by  additional  representation  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Victoria 
Home.  •

MATERNAL  DEATHS. 


There' were  two  maternal  deaths  during  1936,  both  were  from  septic 
complications.  One  resulted  from  a two  months  abortion  and  the 
other  was  a case  where  infection  supervened  after  post  partum 
haemorrhage  and  perineal  injury. 


NURSING  HOMES  REGISTRATION  ACT. 

At  the  commencement  of  1936  there  were  18  Nursing  Homes  on 
the  Register.  One  new  one  was  registered  and  one  ceased  to  be  used 
as  a Home  during  1936  leaving  the  same  number  on  the  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Registration  was  refused  on  two  occasions.  In  one  case  this  was 
on  account  of  the  premises  and  in  the  other,  which  was  in  respect  of  a 
proposed  Maternity  Home,  because  the  midwife  had  not  been  in  active 
practice  for  a number  of  years.  In  this  latter  case  the  Committee 
required  the  taking  of  a refresher  course,  and  the  condition  was  not 
complied  with. 

In  one  case  a registration  was  transferred  in  respect  of  the  person 
carrying  on  the  Home  and  in  another  case  in  respect  of  the  premises 
occupied  as  a Nursing  Home. 

A registration  applies  to  a particular  person  in  respect  of  the  Home 
registered. 

The  powers  of  the  Authority  under  the  Act  in  relation  to  registration 
are  very  wide.  Where  a certified  midwife,  who  is  not  a fully  trained 
nurse,  is  registered  in  respect  of  a Nursing  Home  its  use  may  be,  and 
usually  is,  limited  to  the  taking  of  maternity  cases  only.  In  all  other 
cases  registration  carries  the  right  to  use  the  Home  for  medical,  surgical 
or  maternity  cases  though  it  is  usual  to  require  the  presence  of  a certified 
midwife  on  the  staff  if  the  Home  is  at  any  time  used  for  maternity  cases. 
Power  to  cancel  registration,  subject  to  appeal,  is  given  to  the  local 
authority  on  any  ground  which  would  have  entitled  them  to  refuse 
registration  in  the  first  place. 

For  reasons  given  in  the  foregoing  statement  the  following  classifi- 
cation of  Nursing  Homes,  except  in  so  far  as  it  refers  to  Maternity  Homes, 
is  only  general  in  its  application.  In  practice  however,  only  those 
Nursing  Homes  with  specially  equipped  operating  theatres  take  major 
surgical  cases  regularly.

Dental  Treatment  of  Nursing  and  Expectant  Mothers  and 

Children  under  5. 

A reference  to  the  increase  in  this  work  was  made  in  the  last  Annual 
Report.  During  1936  arrears  of  work  accumulated  to  such  an  extent 
that  a number  of  expectant  mothers  requiring  treatment  could  not  be 
dealt  with  in  the  time  available  on  Saturday  mornings.  It  was 
impossible  for  an  additional  period  to  be  spared  during  school  hours  as 
the  mornings  and  afternoons  are  fully  occupied  with  the  work  of  the 
Education  Committee.  The  Dentist  however  indicated  his  willingness 
to  hold  a special  evening  session  for  mothers  once  a week.  This  arrange- 
ment was  agreed  to  and  was  put  into  operation  in  October. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  done  by  the  School  Dentist  for 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  during  1936.

The  home  visits  necessitated  by  these  Acts  are  made  by  the  Health 
Visitors  in  the  case  of  children  under  5 and  by  the  School  Nurses  where 
children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  9 are  concerned. 

In  two  cases  children  were  received  before  the  necessary  notice 
was  given.  Proceedings  were  not  taken  as  the  Committee  considered 
that  the  plea  of  ignorance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act  rendered  this 
course  inadvisable.  Letters  were  written  by  the  Town  Clerk  pointing 
out  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  warning  the  offenders  that 
proceedings  would  be  taken  in  the  case  of  any  further  breach  of  the  Act. 

In  another  case  where  two  children  were  received  without  notice 
the  Committee  accepted  the  explanation  that  they  were  received  in  an 
emergency  but  required  their  removal  as  the  home  was  reported  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  unsuitable. 

No  sanctions  for  reception  of  children  were  given  under  Section  3 
of  the  1908  Act  to  persons  previously  the  subjects  of  complaint  nor  in 
respect  of  premises  previously  found  unfit  or  dangerous.  No  order  was 
obtained  under  Section  67  of  the  act  of  1932  for  removal  of  a child  to  a 
place  of  safety.

It  will  be  seen  that  a marked  increase  in  this  supply  again  took 
place  during  1936.  Notwithstanding  this,  the  recent  Circular  (No.  1519) 
from  the  Minister  on  the  subject  of  the  Nutrition  of  Mothers  and  Young 
Children  has  received  favourable  consideration  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee.  They  have  approved  of  certain  modifications 
in  the  scale  limiting  the  supply  of  milk  and  the  rules  for  its  application 
which  will  tend  to  a further  increase  in  the  distribution. 

The  wisdom  of  the  decision  is  undoubted  because  proper  and 
sufficient  food  is  the  first  requirement  for  good  health.  The  details  of 
the  alterations  will  be  considered  in  the  report  on  1937,

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1936-37. 

The  work  of  the  Cheltenham  Infant  Welfare  Association  has  not 
been  at  a standstill  this  year,  a fifth  Centre  having  been  opened  at 
Bennington  Hall  on  Thursday  afternoons,  this  has  eased  the  pressure 
at  the  Baker  Street  Centre,  and  the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  this 
step  has  been  of  very  considerable  benefit  to  all  concerned.  The  Mayor 
opened  the  Centre  on  October  15th,  when  the  Chairman  was  “ At  Home  ” 
to  the  Members  of  the  Committee,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  and  the  various  friends  of  the  Association.  Dr.  Grassie 
was  appointed  Medical  Officer  to  the  Centre  and  the  services  of 
Miss  Cardew  were  obtained  to  assist  the  Health  Nurse. 

An  experimental  scheme  with  regard  to  the  Toddlers  is  being  carried 
out  at  the  Grosvenor  Street  Centre,  one  day  a quarter  has  been  set 
aside  for  Dr.  Christie  to  devote  her  attention  entirely  to  the  Toddlers  ; 
a list  of  those  whose  birthdays  occur  in  the  quarter  is  made  and  the 
mothers  previously  notified  and  invited  to  bring  their  Toddler  to  be 
undressed,  weighed,  and  subjected  to  a thorough  examination.  The 
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first  of  these  days  was  held  in  February,  when  about  a dozen  children 
attended ; various  small  defects  in  the  children’s  physical  condition  were 
noticed,  one  child  was  sent  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  and  another 
for  treatment  for  flat  feet. 

The  congestion  of  prams  at  the  Clare  Street  Centre  interfered  so 
greatly  with  the  smooth  working  of  this  centre,  that  it  was  decided  to 
erect  a pram  shed  over  the  passage  way  at  the  side  of  the  building,  this 
has  made  a great  difference. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  measles,  whooping-cough  and  influenza 
in  the  months  round  Christmas  all  the  Centres  showed  a very  considerable 
drop  in  attendances,  these,  however,  improved  towards  the  middle  of 
February. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  a member  of  the  Committee  the  services  of 
some  students  from  St.  Mary’s  Hall  have  been  obtained  to  look  after 
the  Toddlers  at  the  Grosvenor  Street  and  Baker  Street  Centres,  and  a 
considerable  number  of  toys  have  been  purchased  for  their  use.  These 
workers  are  a great  asset  and  a special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  them 
for  their  help. 

Gratitude  must  be  expressed  to  the  large  staff  of  regular  workers 
who  week  by  week  so  loyally  appear  at  their  posts  to  give  their  valuable 
help,  and  they  are  all  still  continuing,  and  in  addition  twenty  new 
helpers  have  come  forward,  and  this  enabled  the  Centres  to  be  fully  and 
efficiently  staffed  during  the  influenza  epidemic. 

On  January  29th,  the  County  Federation  of  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
held  their  quarterly  meeting  in  the  Council  Chamber  at  the  Municipal 
Offices  by  kind  permission  of  the  Mayor,  and  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Committee.  Miss  Macaulay  of  the  Home  and  Schools  Council  gave  a 
most  interesting  talk. 

Dr.  Brown  continues  to  give  advice  on  Birth  Control  to  those 
mothers  sent  to  her  by  the  Doctors  at  the  Centres,  seventeen  have  been 
to  her  for  this  advice  during  the  past  year.

SUPERANNUATION  EXAMINATIONS. 

Medical  Examinations  of  New  Employees  of  the  Corporation,  etc. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  Superannuation  Act,  new  employees  of  the 
Corporation,  before  final  appointment  to  designated  posts,  are  medically 
examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Occasionally  also  medical 
examinations  are  made  by  courtesy  for  other  authorities  under  which 
Cheltenham  candidates  have  received  appointments  provisionally,  but 
have  been  prevented  from  presenting  themselves  for  examination 
locally. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  showing  defects,  special  reports  are 
provided  for  the  information  of  the  Finance  Committee. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Health  Week. 

During  1936  the  Public  Health  Committee  decided  that  a Health 
Week  should  be  held  in  Cheltenham. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  week  should  be  organised  in  conjunction 
with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  and  the  dates  chosen 
are  September  13th  to  18th,  1937. 

It  is  hoped  that  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Beaufort  will  be  able  to 
be  present  to  declare  the  Health  Week  and  Exhibition  open. 

The  date  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  the  Week  coincides 
approximately  with  the  opening  of  a six  months’  National  Health 
Campaign  directed  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Ministry  has  consented  to  speak.

REPORT  OF  BOROUGH  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  ninth  Report  as  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Housing  Officer  for  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Home  Office,  tables  giving  full  particulars  of  the  inspections 
made,  together  with  notes  and  local  information  will  be  found  in  the 
Report. 

The  usual  visitation  of  work  in  progress,  drainage  and  sanitary 
work  at  institutions,  schools,  houses,  business  premises  and  workshops, 
together  with  inspections  under  the  Shops  Act  has  been  maintained, 
despite  the  temporary  depletion  of  staff  for  five  months. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  Government  plan  for  dealing  with 
slum  clearance  areas  and  individual  unfit  houses  reached  its  peak  during 
1930,  and  necessitated  the  inspection  of  268  houses,  comprising  59  areas, 
together  with  460  individual  unfit  houses,  making  a total  of  728  houses 
dealt  with.  A large  number  of  owners  carried  out  reconditioning  work 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Authority.  The  chief 
difficulty  experienced  in  this  work  is  to  find  alternative  accommodation 
for  the  displaced  tenants  at  rents  which  they  can  afford. 

During  the  year  Mr.  W.  Grange,  District  Inspector,  obtained  an 
appointment  at  Dewsbury,  and  Mr.  E.  Jackson  was  appointed  his 
successor.  Mr.  A.  J.  Stroud,  a pupil  in  the  Department,  obtained  his 
qualifications  and  was  appointed  a temporary  Inspector,  another  pupil 
being  appointed  in  his  place. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committees  for  the  help  and  consideration  given 
to  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties  as  a sanitary  officer.  I should  also 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  district  inspectors 
and  clerks  during  a strenuous  period  and  particularly  during  a temporary 
shortage  of  staff  in  the  Department.

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  was  17,723. 
In  622  houses  and  premises  dealt  with,  nuisances  to  the  number  of 
6,353  were  discovered,  of  which  4,720  were  abated,  and  in  dealing  with 
sanitary  defects  from  which  they  arose,  245  preliminary  or  informal 
and  217  statutory  or  formal  notices  were  served. 

The  number  of  letters  received  and  dispatched  by  the  Department 
was  1,365.  In  order  to  supervise  sanitary  and  housing  work  in  progress 
5,241  visits  were  made,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  this  phase  of  an 
inspector’s  duties  has  increased  by  over  2,000  inspections  per  annum. 
The  number  of  complaints  received  in  the  Health  Department  numbered 
649  as  against  573  in  the  previous  year. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT,  ETC. 

Cheltenham  is  essentially  a residential  town,  with  few  industries 
which  normally  produce  industrial  smoke,  and  every  year  it  becomes 
necessary  to  report  complaints  which  would  ordinarily  be  un-noticed  in 
an  industrial  district.  Complaints  from  gas  producing  plants  are 
frequent  all  over  the  country  and  again  the  local  company  were 
responsible  for  smoke  emissions  that  were  a nuisance.  This  was  found 
to  arise  from  the  temporary  use  of  old  retorts  during  a period  of 
rebuilding,  and  as  the  company  have  installed  vertical  retorts  of  modern 
design,  it  is  considered  that  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Works  will 
not  again  be  subjected  to  the  outpouring  smoke  in  dense  volumes. 

Observations  were  made  in  regard  to  several  factory  laundries  and 
reports  made  from  time  to  time.  So  far  there  have  been  no  prosecutions, 
but  it  is  apparent  that  the  proprietors  do  not  appreciate  the  simple 
fact  that  black  smoke  emitted  for  any  length  of  time  represents 
unconsumed  fuel  and  a loss  in  firing  and  heat  for  steam  production. 


PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 

CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Lodging  houses  are  subject  to  annual  registration,  and  during  the 
year  four  were  registered  for  the  full  period,  but  in  the  case  of 
4 Grove  Street  and  Cumberland  Cottage,  Grove  Street,  the  registrations 
will  terminate  when  the  Clearance  Orders  made  in  respect  of  them  are 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  number  of  inspections  made 
of  these  premises  in  regard  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  bye-laws  was  76, 
and  their  conduct  by  the  keepers  was  satisfactory. 

2.  Houses  let  in  lodgings. 

The  number  of  these  registered  premises  has  declined  in  recent 
years  owing  to  action  taken  for  slum  clearance,  but  it  is  evident  from 
the  information  revealed  by  the  overcrowding  survey  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  register  additional  premises.  Decreasing  unemployment, 
better  housing  facilities,  together  with  the  lessening  of  the  number  of 
families  migrating  into  the  district  tend  to  restrict  the  use  of  tenement 
houses  for  this  purpose.  The  general  experience  throughout  the  country 
is  that  the  cleanliness  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  is  much  below  the  standard 
of  common  lodging  houses. 
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3.  Cellar  and  Basement  Dwellings. 

A large  number  of  basements  have  been  utilised  for  occupation 
mainly  on  account  of  the  post-war  shortage  of  suitable  accommodation. 
The  Council  therefore  directed  the  inspection  of  these  premises  and 
the  action  taken  has,  during  the  last  seven  years  resulted  in  100  of  these 
dwellings  being  closed.  Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  however, 
where  there  has  been  a change  of  ownership  of  such  premises  and 
inspection  has  revealed  that  the  basements  have  again  been  let  for 
occupation.  In  some  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  proceedings 
against  the  new  owners.  On  my  recommendation  the  Council  ordered 
that  metal  plates  should  be  affixed  to  such  premises  stating — “ This 
basement  is  closed  for  human  habitation  / sleeping  purposes  by  order 
of  the  Cheltenham  Town  Council  ” according  to  the  order  made.  Last 
year  56  inspections  were  made,  31  closing  orders  made,  and  in  7 cases 
the  necessary  alterations  and  repairs  were  carried  out  to  meet  the 
regulations  made  under  the  Housing  Act. 

4.  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  Housing  Survey  revealed  that  there  were  only  7 caravans 
within  the  district,  most  of  these  being  situated  in  enclosed  yards  where 
water  supply  and  sanitary  accommodation  was  available  and  the 
general  conditions  satisfactory.  In  one  case  where  a family  was 
occupying  two  vans  the  owner  purchased  a house,  for  reconditioning 
on  an  adjacent  site,  in  order  to  house  the  family  properly. 

5.  Offensive  Trades. 

The  following  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  Borough  : 
(a)  1 Fellmonger  ; (b)  l Tripe  Boiler  ; ( c ) 2 Dealers  in  Raw  Hides  and 
Skins  ; ( d ) 21  Fried  Fish  Shops  ; ( e ) 16  Dealers  in  Iron,  Metal,  Bones 
and  Rabbit  Skins.  Eighty-five  inspections  were  made  under  the 
respective  bye-laws  with  regard  to  limewashing  and  general  conduct. 
No  applications  for  new  licences  were  made  during  the  year. 

6.  Slaughterhouses  (Private). 

The  number  of  inspections  of  the  8 premises  registered,  was  1,744, 
and  it  was  found  that  there  is  general  observance  of  the  bye-laws  with 
regard  to  cleansing  and  maintenance  of  the  buildings. 

7.  Slaughterhouse  (Public  Abattoir). 

The  public  abattoir  continues  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the 
district  and  is  not  only  of  considerable  advantage  to  the  meat  trade, 
but  also  to  the  live  stock  traders  in  outside  areas.  The  moderate  charges 
make  the  establishment  popular  with  pig-breeders  who  move  their 
animals  by  motor  trailers  for  slaughter  and  the  meat  trader  is  able  to 
purchase,  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  all  carcases  have  been  examined 
and  passed  for  human  consumption.  The  abattoir  is  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  with  a Superintendent  in  charge  ; 
inspection  is  carried  out  by  district  inspectors  holding  meat  qualifications 
whilst  the  Superintendent  is  a properly  trained  butcher.  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  work  generally  of  the  butchers  and  slaughtermen  is 
carried  out  in  an  efficient  and  skilful  manner  and  this  together  with  the 
tact  of  the  Superintendent  in  the  exercise  of  his  duties  ensures  the 
smooth  running  of  the  establishment.  The  division  of  the  open  cow 
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byres  into  stalls,  with  mangers  and  drinking  water  bowls,  is  an  improve- 
ment long  overdue,  and  results  in  the  animals  being  completely  rested 
during  the  period  of  lairage.  The  extension  of  a scheme  of  regional 
abattoirs  would  undoubtedly  be  of  great  benefit  to  both  the  general 
public  and  the  meat  trader  and  would  ensure  the  inspection  of  meat 
under  proper  conditions.

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 

1.  House  Drainage. 

In  consequence  of  written  complaints  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  alleging  a nuisance  from  defective  drainage,  the  Public  Health 
Committee  ordered  the  opening  and  examination  of  the  drains  at  25 
houses  and  premises,  and  reports  together  with  specifications  of  the 
work  required  were  submitted.  During  the  year  the  department  has 
supervised  the  laying  of' 2,047  yards  of  stoneware  pipes  and  2,110  yards 
of  heavy  cast  iron  coated  pipes,  also  the  fixing  of  227  intercepting  traps, 
524  gully  traps  and  332  inspection  chambers  and  manholes.  In  connection 
with  the  work,  425  water  tests  and  295  smoke  tests  were  applied  to 
drains,  soil  pipes  and  ventilating  shafts. 
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The  number  of  existing  buildings  where  plans  of  proposed  alterations 
and  additions  were  approved  by  the  Town  Planning  Committee  was  6G. 
In  each  case  the  sanitary  work  was  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  New  flats  or  conversion  of  premises  were  super- 
vised as  to  sanitary  fittings  and  the  work  incidental  thereto. 


2.  Corporation  Sanitary  Certificate. 

Corporation  Sanitary  Certificates  were  granted  in  respect  of  the 
undermentioned  houses,  making  a total  of  1,473  certificates  issued 
since  these  were  inaugurated  in  the  Borough.  The  use  of  heavy  cast 
iron  pipes  for  house  drainage  where  the  soil  is  not  sand  is  required  in  all 
circumstances  for  a certificate,  and  a case  of  five  terrace  houses  redrained 
during  the  year  may  be  quoted.  These  houses  were  erected  4 years 
ago  and  the  drainage  system,  consisting  of  stoneware  pipes  was 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws  and  tested.  On  a later 
test  and  examination  it  was  found  that  the  main  and  branch  drains 
showed  leakages  sufficient  to  require  relaying.  There  is  no  doubt  in 
my  opinion,  that  modern  vehicular  traffic  of  the  heavy  type  on  the 
roads  as  at  present  constructed  does  set  up  vibration  over  a considerable 
area,  and  such  vibration  not  only  affects  actual  buildings  but  also 
drains  laid  at  varying  depths  under  6 feet.

SCHOOLS. 

An  inspection  was  made  of  all  the  Elementary  schools  in  the 
borough  and  observations  were  made  in  regard  to  some  of  them. 

St.  Mark’s  Infants’  Schools. 

A report  was  made  by  request  of  the  Managers  which  is  summarised 
as  follows  Insufficient  W.C.  accommodation  for  children  and  teachers  ; 
insufficient  number  of  washbasins  ; no  separate  W.C.  lavatory  and 
cloakroom  accommodation  for  teaching  staff  ; insufficient  lighting  and 
ventilation  to  apartments  ; insanitary  and  unsuitable  urinal  accom- 
modation. 

Swindon  Road,  Naunton  Park,  All  Saints’  and  St.  James’  Schools. 

The  drainage  manholes,  channels  and  traps  were  found  to  be 
corroded,  foul  and  dirty,  and  the  same  uncleanliness  was  found  in  the 
condition  of  the  urinals.  The  walls  of  conveniences  generally  required 
cleansing  and  limewashing. 

Holy  Trinity  Schools. 

The  W.C.’s  are  of  the  obsolete  trough  closet  type. 

The  inspections  carried  out  by  the  department  annually  at  the 
various  schools  reveal  the  necessity  for  closer  attention  to  the  drainage 
systems  and  fittings  in  the  interests  of  the  children  attending.  Skilled 
workmen  should  be  engaged  periodically  to  inspect  these  systems.

HOUSING. 

The  work  performed  in  the  Borough  of  Cheltenham  is  set  out  in 
the  usual  tables  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  other  tables  being  included 
which  show  more  fully  the  action  taken  in  dealing  with  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  the  improvements  carried  out  as  the  result  of 
formal  and  informal  notices.  A list  of  houses  erected  by  the  Local 
Authority,  including  those  erected  with  a view  to  rehousing  persons 
displaced  from  clearance  areas,  during  the  years  1927,  1930  and  1933  to 
1930  inclusive,  is  set  out. 

There  were  353  houses  in  respect  of  which  formal  and  informal 
notices  for  repairs  were  served.  Table  4 on  page  50  fully  describes 
the  improvements  carried  out,  including  the  important  work  executed 
under  statutory  undertakings  in  accordance  with  the  detailed  specification 
of  works  prepared  by  the  department. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  is  allocated  to  housing  work  which 
covers,  not  only  the  initial  inspection,  but  the  drafting  of  specifications 
in  a form  that  is  understood  by  builders  for  estimating  and  execution. 
Consequently  there  is  a high  standard  of  work  obtained.  There  is  in 
addition  the  interviewing  of  owners  and  agents,  together  with  the 
inspection  of  work  in  progress  which  usually  entail  daily  visits  to  each 
house.  During  the  year  under  review  44  houses  were  reconditioned  by 
private  owners  at  an  average  cost  of  £135  per  house.  Statutory  under- 
takings to  do  repairs  signed  by  owners  were  accepted  by  the  Council  in 
the  case  of  51  houses.  I wish  to  lay  special  emphasis,  as  in  previous 
years,  on  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  occupiers  of  condemned 
houses  in  obtaining  alternative  accommodation.  It  is  impossible  for 
the  Local  Authority  to  offer  houses  and  the  Housing  Committee  therefore 
intend  to  build  non-subsidy  houses  to  assist  this  important  phase  of 
housing. 

Certificates  as  to  the  Condition  of  Houses. 

Applications  for  certificates  under  S.  51  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
were  received  in  regard  to  13  houses,  of  which  8 were  granted  for  the 
maximum  period  of  10  years  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  but  in  the  case  of  4 houses  the  Committee  decided  not  to 
grant  the  full  period  if  additional  sculleries  were  not  erected.

. With  regard  to  payments  as  compensation  for  houses  on  which 
money  has  recently  been  spent  but  which  nevertheless  have  to  be 
demolished,  the  claims  have  been  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
One  claim  for  a house,  amounting  to  £28  10s.  Od.  was  reduced  to 
£7  10s.  Od.  and  in  another  case  a claim  concerning  two  houses  was 
reduced  from  £150  2s.  2d.  to  £109  9s.  Od.  Great  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  those  cases  where  work  has  been  carried  out  by  owner 
builders  or  by  owners  themselves  employing  casual  labour,  as  reliable 
accounts  in  such  cases  are  rarely  if  ever  available. 
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RECONDITIONING. 

The  Cheltenham  Scheme. 

The  Housing  Committee  have  carried  out  useful  work  by  continuing 
the  scheme  of  acquiring  unfit  houses  suitable  for  reconditioning,  where 
the  resources  of  the  owner  do  not  permit  of  the  financial  outlay.  Eight 
houses  were  purchased  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  reconditioning  of 
seven  of  these  was  complete. 

Rehousing  and  Disinfection. 

The  free  removal  of  furniture  belonging  to  persons  displaced  from 
clearance  areas,  individual  houses  about  to  be  demolished  and  basements 
which  have  been  closed,  has  been  continued  by  the  Housing  Committee, 
and  the  furniture  subjected  to  fumigation  by  cyanide  gas.  The 
contractors  carried  out  fumigation  in  135  removals,  7 houses  which 
were  verminous  prior  to  demolition  and  8 houses  belonging  to  the  Council 
where  vermin  was  reported,  at  a total  cost  of  £222  18s.  Od.,  exclusive 
of  charges  for  removal  and  the  cost  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Department  in  dealing  with  the  bedding  by  steam  disinfection. 
The  work  has  proceeded  smoothly,  being  appreciated  by  the  people 
who  realise  the  benefit. 

It  should  be  recorded  that  so  far  in  no  case  has  a recurrence  of 
vermin  been  reported  in  any  of  the  houses  fumigated  or  in  any  house 
where  the  furniture  was  subjected  to  cyanide  gas.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  16  farms  and  dairy  farms  and  70  dairies  and  retail 
purveyors  on  the  register  of  the  Borough.  The  new  registrations 
totalled  7 wholesale  traders,  producers  and  retail  purveyors,  including 
those  residing  outside  the  district.  All  the  retail  purveyors’  premises 
have  been  inspected  and  172  visits  were  made  including  dairy  farm 
inspections.  There  are  at  present  no  producers  holding  Accredited 
Licences  in  the  Borough. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  usual  tabular  statements  are  submitted  which  are  indicative 
of  the  careful  attention  given  to  the  meat  supply  of  the  district,  including, 
as  it  does  the  constant  inspection  at  the  cold  storage  depots.  There  is 
little  fluctuation  in  the  amount  of  fresh  meat  sold  in  Cheltenham,  but 
while  over  a period  of  ten  years  there  is  some  reduction  in  respect  of 
cattle,  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered,  there  is  a definite  increase  in 
the  number  of. pigs. 

Tuberculosis. 

A table  is  given  yearly  showing  the  number  of  animals  found  to  be 
affected  with  Tuberculosis.  Out  of  223  pigs  so  affected,  in  no  less  than 
119  cases,  the  site  of  infection  was  the  retro-pharangeal  glands  of  the 
head.  The  records  relating  to  pigs  which  have  been  kept  for  a number 
of  years  show  an  increase  in  Tubercular  affection,  and  enquiries  made 
from  time  to  time  invariably  disclose  the  fact  that  the  pigs  have  been 
reared  on  farms  and  that  milk  has  been  given  to  the  pigs. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

The  number  of  licences  issued  to  slaughtermen,  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  is  36,  including  those  issued  to  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Abattoir  and  his  assistant.  The  licences  of  seven  slaughtermen 
lapsed  during  1936  and  of  eight  during  1935.  The  provisions  of  the 
Act  have  been  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  those  concerned.

THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

The  inspections  under  this  Act  totalled  170  and  a summary  has 
been  made  of  the  defects  found,  and  of  the  number  remedied,  fifteen 
certificates  of  exemption  under  Sec.  10  were  issued  by  the  Council.  It 
should  be  recorded  that  the  occupiers  of  shop  premises  have  responded 
in  a praiseworthy  manner  by  executing  necessary  alterations,  additions 
and  repairs.  This  is  yet  another  example  of  the  willingness  of  Cheltenham 
citizens  to  observe  the  tenets  of  public  health  legislation.  Courtesy 
is  also  invariably  shewn  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  when 
the  inspections  are  made. 

There  are  innumerable  difficulties  arising  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  statute  as  was  foreseen  by  the  Legislature,  principally  on  account 
of  the  absence  of  building  bye-laws  and  suitable  town  planning  years 
ago.  The  conversion  of  one  building  into  several  lock-up  shop  premises 
has  resulted  in  a state  of  affairs  to  which  the  essential  health  and  comfort 
provisions  of  the  Act  cannot  be  applied,  nor  can  the  resulting  conditions 
be  adequately  dealt  with  until  more  drastic  legislation  is  passed.  The 
experience  derived  from  inspections  so  far  reveals  the  need  for  action 
and  that  the  improvements  already  made  must  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  persons  employed.

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RAT  REPRESSION  AND  DESTRUCTION. 

The  Local  Authority  continues  to  support  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  in  observing  National  Rat  Week,  and  a report  is  furnished 
by  the  Council  to  the  Ministry  in  regard  to  the  campaign  which  consists 
principally  of  publicity.  The  number  of  voluntary  notifications  received 
during  the  year  is  some  proof  of  the  success  of  the  campaign  locally. 
One  important  result  of  this  activity  of  the  staff  which  might  be 
mentioned  was  the  discovery  of  various  defective  sewers  or  culverts  in 
Windsor  Street,  Christ  Church  Terrace,  Winchcombe  Street  and 
The  Park.  The  poison  baiting  of  the  manhole  benching  of  the  sewers 
which  is  systematically  carried  out  is  reflected  in  part  by  the  returns 
of  dead  rats  caught  on  the  screens  at  the  sewage  outfall  works.  The 
monthly  reports  received  from  the  Borough  Engineer  record  an 
appreciable  increase  in  numbers,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  the 
characteristic  sagacity  of  the  rat  in  its  endeavour  to  emerge  from  the 
sewers  at  points  distant  from  the  baiting.  Once  again  I have  to  state 
that  Cheltenham  suffers  from  the  neglect  of  repressive  measures  in  the 
contiguous  areas.  The  Gloucestershire  County  Council  appears  to  be 
cognisant  of  this  neglect  and  proposes  to  appoint  a suitable  official  to 
carry  out  the  work  in  the  county. 

Inspectors  made  152  inspections  in  addition  to  the  work  of  the 
employees  engaged  on  this  work.  The  work  consisted  mainly  in  following 
up  complaints  of  infestation  of  a minor  character.  There  is  a general 
improvement  but  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  this  can  be  maintained  in 
face  of  the  immigration  of  rats  from  the  rural  and  outlying  districts. 
The  rat  problem  is  a matter  of  national  importance  and  more  stringent 
action  should  be  taken  to  safeguard  the  food  supply  and  storage.
